NOTES  TO  FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 

DECEMBER  31,  1981 

1.  Summary  of  significant  accounting  policies: 

The  accounting  policies  of  the  Town  of  Peterborough  conform  to  generally 
accepted  accounting  principles  for  local  governmental  units  except  as  indicated 
hereinafter.  The  following  is  a  summary  of  significant  accounting  policies. 

Basis  of  accounting  -  The  accrual  basis  is  used  for  all  fiduciary  and  proprie- 
tary funds.  Governmental  funds  utilize  the  modified  accrual  basis  whereby  revenues 
are  recorded  when  measurable  and  available.  Expenditures  are  recorded  when  the 
liability  is  incurred  (accrual  basis)  except: 

a.  Disbursements  for  inventory  items  (materials  and  supplies) 
are  considered  expenditures  at  the  time  of  purchase. 

b.  Prepaid  expenses  are  not  normally  recorded. 

General  fixed  assets  -  The  Town  instituted  general  fixed  assets  accounting  as 
of  December  31,  1979.  However,  historical  cost  records  were  not  readily  available 
for  most  assets.  Therefore,  the  assets  were  stated  on  the  following  basis: 

Land  -  Independent  appraisal  in  1974  increased  by  41%  to  reflect 
current  values. 

Buildings  -  Independent  appraisal  in  1973  increased  by  58%  by 
insurance  company  to  reflect  current  replacement 
cost.  Assets  acquired  subsequent  to  appraisal  are 
shown  at  estimated  cost,  plus  a  percentage,  to 
reflect  current  replacement  cost. 

Furniture,  fixtures  and  equipment  -  Estimated  current  values. 

Vehicles  -  Estimated  original  cost. 

Acquisitions  subsequent  to  1979  have  been  recorded  at  cost. 

Property,  plant  and  equipment  -  Fixed  assets  in  the  proprietary  funds  are 
stated  at  cost.  Depreciation  has  been  provided  over  the  estimated  useful  lives 
using  the  straight-line  method.  The  estimated  useful  lives  are  as  follows:

Continuing  appropriations  -  Appropriations  for  certain  projects  and  specific 
items  not  fully  expended  at  year  end  are  carried  forward  as  continuing  appropria- 
tions to  the  next  year  1n  which  they  supplement  the  appropriations  for  that  year. 
At  year  end,  continuing  appropriations  are  reported  as  a  component  of  fund  balance 
and  are  detailed  as  follows:

Taxes  collected  for  others  -  The  Town  collects  taxes  for  ConVal  Regional 
School  District  and  Hillsborough  County  which  are  remitted  to  them  as  required  by 
law.  These  funds  are  accounted  for  as  agency  funds. 

Interfund  transactions  -  During  the  course  of  normal  operations,  the  Town  has 
numerous  transactions  b~etween  funds,  including  expenditures  and  transfers  of 
resources  to  provide  services,  construct  assets  and  service  debt.  The  accompanying 
governmental  and  fiduciary  funds  financial  statements  reflect  such  transactions  as 
transfers. 

Proprietary  funds  record  operating  subsidies  as  other  income,  whereas,  the 
governmental  fund  paying  the  subsidy,  records  it  as  a  transfer. 

Property  taxes  -  Annually,  the  Town  establishes  an  amount  for  abatements, 
discounts  and  refunds  of  property  and  resident  tax  revenues  known  as  overlay.  All 
abatements,  discounts  and  refunds  are  charged  to  overlay.  Overlay  is  included  under 
the  classification  of  general  government  in  the  financial  statements. 

As  prescribed  by  law,  the  tax  collector  sells,  at  tax  sale,  all  uncol- 
lected property  taxes  in  the  following  year  after  taxes  are  due,  where  applicable. 
The  purchaser,  at  tax  sale,  has  a  priority  tax  lien  on  these  properties  and  accrues 
interest  at  18%  per  annum.  Delinquent  taxpayers  must  redeem  property  from  tax  sale 
purchasers. 

Property  is  sold  to  the  party  who  will  accept  a  lien  for  the  least  undi- 
vided interest  in  the  property  for  payment  of  taxes  and  related  costs  due.  If 
property  is  not  redeemed  within  the  three  year  redemption  period,  the  property  is 
tax-deeded  to  the  lien  holder. 

Retirement  system  -  The  Town  provides  for  pension  benefits  to  substantially 
all  full-time  employees  through  a  contributory  system  under  New  Hampshire  law.  The 
law  prescribes  the  formula  for  computing  pension  benefits  and  presently  does  not 
permit  advance  funding  of  pension  liabilities.  Pension  benefits  are  paid  from  Town 
funding  and  employee  contributions  based  on  date  of  entry.  Pension  expense  for  the 
year  ended  June  30,  1981,  the  latest  year  end  of  the  New  Hampshire  retirement 
system,  was  $16,403.  There  is  no  unfunded  past  service  liability  and  the  value  of 
vested  benefits  has  not  been  determined.  The  date  of  the  last  actuarial  report  on 
the  New  Hampshire  retirement  system  is  June  30,  1979. 

2.  Purpose  of  funds  and  account  groups: 

The  Town  reports  its  activities  in  numerous  individual  funds  to  comply 
with  the  limitations  and  restrictions  placed  on  both  the  resources  made  available  to 
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the  Town  and  the  services  provided.   Individual  funds  and  account  groups  summarized 
in  the  accompanying  financial  statements  are  classified  as  follows: 

A.  Governmental  funds  - 

These  funds  are  intended  to  provide  recurring  general 
services.  They  are  controlled  by  a  budget  approved  by  the 
voters. 

General  fund  -  Used  to  account  for  all  revenues  and  expen- 
ditures  which  are  not  accounted  for  in  other  funds  or  account 
groups. 

Special  revenue  funds  -  Used  to  account  for  specific 
restricted  revenues  and  expenditures  for  various  purposes. 
Receipts  and  expenditures  of  each  fund  are  governed  by  the 
terms  of  contractual  agreements,  statutes  or  local  law. 

B.  Proprietary  funds  - 

Enterprise  funds  -  These  funds  account  for  operations  of 
entities  that  provide  services  on  user  charge,  or  other  basis 
to  the  general  public. 

C.  Fiduciary  funds 

Trust  and  agency  funds  -  These  funds  are  used  to  account 
tor  assets  held  by  the  Town  in  a  fiduciary  capacity  for  vari- 
ous purposes,  including  cemetery  operations  and  taxes 
collected  for  other  governmental  units.  Receipts  and  expend- 
itures of  each  fund  are  governed  by  statutes  or  local  law. 

3.  Budget: 

The  Town  budget  represents  departmental  appropriations  as  authorized  by 
annual  or  special  Town  meetings.  The  selectmen  may  transfer  funds  between  operating 
categories  as  they  deem  necessary. 

4.  Long-term  debt: 

General  -  General  long-term  debt  at  December  31,  1981  represented  the  unpaid 
balance  of  the  4.10%  sewer  construction  bonds.  The  bonds  are  payable  in  annual 
installments  of  $185,000,  plus  interest,  through  1980,  and  in  annual  installments  of 
$180,000,   plus  interest,    from  1981  through  1990.

8.     Contingencies: 

In  February,  1980,  a  former  police  officer  brought  suit  for  $250,000 
against  the  Town  and  the  police  chief,  primarily  for  reasons  of  sex  discrimination. 
In  the  Town  counsel's  opinion,  the  financial  liability  of  the  Town  will  be  minimal, 
if  not  nonexistent. 

A  local  business  has  filed  a  property  tax  abatement  request  for  approxi- 
mately $30,000  for  each  of  the  tax  years  ended  March  31,  1979,  1980,  1981  and  1982. 
The  selectmen  have  denied  the  request  and  the  matter  is  being  appealed  in  court. 
The  outcome  is  dependent  upon  the  true  value  of  the  property.  An  independent 
appraiser  has  verified  the  Town's  figures.

The  following  is  a  brief  report  of  the  Departments  that  I  have  administered  during 
the  past  year. 

Highway  Department 

Union  Street  received  the  major  attention  of  the  department  this  year  as  the  section 
from  the  bridge  to  Route  101  was  rebuilt  and  resurfaced. 

Originally  scheduled  as  a  two  year  project,  the  work  was  accomplished  in  one  sea- 
son when  it  was  found  that  there  was  no  reinforcing  rod  in  the  old  concrete  road.  In 
addition,  the  drainage  along  the  road  was  found  to  be  nearly  intact,  saving  many 
man-hours  of  work. 

This  year  the  department  rented  an  excavator  for  a  month  and,  utilizing  Town  per- 
sonnel, succeeded  in  re-establishing  the  ditches  on  Middle  Hancock  Road  and  Old 
Town  Farm  Road.  Ditch  maintenance  is  a  never-ending  battle  as  winter  sand  and 
leaves  fill  the  ditches  within  a  couple  of  seasons  after  they  are  opened. 

As  usual,  one  third  of  the  roads  received  seal  coating  during  the  past  year.  Sand 
Hill  Road  from  the  Crowe  residence  to  Old  Street  Road  gained  a  new  coat  of  hot 
top. 

A  new  sidewalk  was  constructed  on  Main  Street  from  Roy's  to  the  bridge  and  a 
deteriorated  sidewalk  on  Summer  Street  from  the  Fry  Shop  to  the  Newell 
residence  was  replaced. 

Water  Department 

Town  crews  constructed  a  fine  brick  and  block  building  around  the  Summer 
Street  Well,  saving  the  department  several  thousand  dollars. 

The  department  received  an  easement  from  the  MacDowell  Colony  for  the  pur- 
pose of  connecting  a  loop  line  from  Union  Street  to  Hunter  Farm  Road.  The  right- 
of-way  was  cut  out  this  Fall,  paving  the  way  for  early  Spring  construction  of  the 
new  8"  connector  main.  The  project  is  the  next  step  outlined  by  the  department's 
master  plan. 

Five  new  water  services  were  installed  during  the  year. 

The  crews  were  plagued  with  several  main  line  breaks  as  frost  went  deep  into 
the  ground.  Most  notable  were  the  almost  weekly  breaks  in  the  old  main  on  Grove 
Street  near  the  Post  Office. 

Sewer  Department 

1981  was  a  year  of  routine  maintenance  for  the  sewer  department  as  available 
personnel  were  assigned  to  more  pressing  needs  in  other  departments  during  the 
season. 

Six  new  service  connections  were  added  on  this  past  year. 

Solid  Waste 

Two  events  marked  a  most  successful  year  for  the  Solid  Waste  Department. 

First  was  the  coming  of  age  of  the  recycling  program  which  added  over  a  thou- 
sand dollars  a  month  to  the  Town  treasury. 

The  second  event  was  the  scrapping  of  the  costly  transfer  operation  in  favor  of  a 
more  economical  balefill  method  of  disposal. 

Solid  Waste  disposal  is  undergoing  many  changes  in  technology  and  it  is  in  the 
Town's  best  interest  to  bide  our  time  in  seeking  the  ultimate  solution. 
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Trees  and  Forests 
Forty-eight  dead  or  hazardous  trees  were  removed  this  year. 

Town  House 
The  floors  on  the  first  floor  were  refinished  this  April  and  the  result  greatly  en- 
hances the  appearance  of  the  building. 

The  Town  House  building  committee  has  completed  their  work  on  Phase  I  of  the 
refurbishing  of  the  structure  and  intend  to  go  to  construction  in  the  near  future. 

Parks  and  Cemeteries 
The  parks  and  cemeteries  received  their  usual  good  grooming  from  Bud  Grant 
and  crew  this  year. 
Additionally,  the  roadways  were  sealed  with  road  oil  to  prevent  deterioration. 
There  were  forty  burials  performed  in  1981. 

Engineering 
The  engineering  department  completed  the  annual  updating  of  the  tax  maps  as 
well  as  designing  various  water  and  road  projects. 

Education 
Water  Department  foreman,  Howard  Parker,  completed  a  training  course  on 
Water  Supply  Corrosion  Control  offered  by  the  New  Hampshire  Water  Supply  and 
Pollution  Control  Commission.  Scott  Pollock  received  a  certificate  for  completing 
an  eight-week  course  in  Basic  Water  Works  Management  and  Design,  also  from 
the  New  Hampshire  Water  Supply  and  Pollution  Control  Commission. 

Additionally,  Scott  completed  a  course  on  water  meter  repair  and  calibration  of- 
fered by  the  George  C.  Caldwell  Supply  Company. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Selectmen;  my  office 
staff,  Thelma  Turner,  Becky  Baldwin,  and  Deanna  Atkinson;  my  foremen,  Pete 
Deiana,  Howard  Parker,  and  Tom  Weeks;  fellow  department  heads,  and  to  you, 
our  valued  citizens,  for  the  continued  support  and  encouragement  during  the  past 
year.

As  the  cost  of  Town  services  rise  and  State  and  Federal  revenues  decrease,  we 
will  be  considering  a  reduction  of  services  in  those  areas  that  we  can  control. 

This  past  year  saw  progress  in  such  areas  as  Landfill  Operation,  Town  House 
Renovation  Study  and  Police  Department  stability. 

Still  under  study  are  the  proposed  Hydro-plant  in  West  Peterborough  (opposed 
by  several  Wilder  Street  residents)  and  Downtown  Parking  (including  additional 
space  and  updated  regulations). 

Just  getting  started  are  studies  of  semi-annual  tax  collection  and  a  change  in  the 
fiscal  year  from  January  1-December  31  to  July  1-June  30.

6.  A  change  was  made  in  our  Operation  Plan  to  FEMA  Federal  Emergency 
Management  Agency.  A  new  Plan  required  by  the  State  of  N.H.  CD  Agency,  who 
we  thank  for  helping  us  adopt  this  Plan.  To  add  to  the  Replacement  of  Segment  of 
Alarm  on  Old  Fire  Station.  CD  Matching  Funds  in  amount  of  $1,500.00  will  cover 
this  replacement.

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REPORT  OF  PETERBOROUGH  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION  1981 

The  Conservation  Commission  has,  in  principle,  specific  concern  for  the  protec- 
tion and  improvement  of  the  environment  of  the  Town.  Under  existing  statute,  it 
may  initiate  action  to  benefit  or  safeguard  this  environment.  The  Town  has  thir- 
teen natural  areas  registered  under  New  England  Natural  Heritage  inventory,  a 
registration  which  is  helpful  in  this  process. 

During  January  1981  the  State  Current  Use  Advisory  Board  held  open  meetings 
to  discuss  significant  provisions  for  improving  current  use  tax  regulations,  name- 
ly, to  possibly  reduce  acreage  requirements,  to  reapportion  the  assessment,  to  ex- 
empt property  taken  by  eminent  domain  and  to  permit  owners  to  cut  firewood  on 
"unmanaged  forest  land".  At  these  meetings  our  Commission  emphasized  simpli- 
city in  any  changes  in  the  regulations. 

Hydropower  prospects  continued  to  be  the  concern  of  the  Hydro  Committee, 
which  had  been  appointed  at  the  suggestion  of  the  Conservation  Commission. 
While  the  practical  aspects  remained  favorable  to  the  Nubanusit  project,  financ- 
ing prospects  became  far  less  favorable  with  the  increase  in  interest  rates  on  mu- 
nicipal bonds.  Thus,  the  Town's  Hydro  Committee  finally  recommended  that  the 
Town  seek  a  private  developer  for  the  Nubanusit  project  as  well  as  that  involving 
the  Noone  Mill  Dam,  resulting  in  distinct  interest  shown  by  a  Pennsylvania  power 
concern  after  Town  Meeting  approved  this  approach. 

In  April,  the  owner  of  the  home  overlooking  the  falls  used  for  water  power  by  the 
former  Bell  Factory  presented  to  the  Commission  his  proposal  to  install  a  small 
scale  hydroelectric  plant  on  the  land  next  to  his  house.  Impressed  by  this  proposal, 
the  Commission  wrote  to  the  town  authorities  supporting  this  project,  which  is  now 
being  carried  forward. 

Encroachment  on  wetlands  in  the  Town  seems  to  be  a  persistent  problem.  The 
prospect  of  an  extension  of  Evans  Road  north  into  that  wetland  area  having  finally 
been  eliminated,  extreme  dumping  was  discovered  along  the  south  bank  of  Nuba- 
nusit Brook  and  draining  into  the  stream.  At  North  Dam  the  casing  of  the  overflow 
tube  collapsed,  necessitating  complete  fill  of  the  former  by-pass.  Now  the  center 
spillway  boards  will  have  to  be  adjusted  if  it  is  necessary  to  lower  water  levels  be- 
hind the  dam.  In  one  private  project  this  year,  enlargement  of  a  truck  turnaround 
occasioned  filling  of  Swamp  Woods  Brook  and  wetlands  that  had  not  been  request- 
ed from  or  authorized  by  the  Wetlands  Board.  Filling  in  the  swamp  area  is  most 
undesirable  since  it  chokes  run-off  from  upstream  property,  and  this  situation  was 
called  to  the  attention  of  the  State  Wetlands  Board  by  the  Conservation  Commis- 
sion and  the  Selectmen. 

In  the  Spring,  Committee  interest  turned  to  completing  the  Westside  Trail  on 
Pack  Monadnock  to  connect  with  the  Wapack  Trail  just  north  of  the  summit.  Early 
survey  work  near  the  top  showed  a  more  reasonable  location  west  of  the  boundary 
wall  of  the  State  Park,  up  to  a  crossing  near  the  site  of  the  old  stone  pylon.  Lee  Ba- 
ker has  been  carrying  forward  this  project  for  the  Conservation  Commisison  and 
much  help  was  obtained  from  Gary  Beliveau  of  the  Appalachian  Mountain  Club. 

An  appropriate  trail  crew  was  enlisted  from  the  Boy  Scouts  of  Peterborough. 
Their  participation  was  postponed  until  early  October.  With  sloppy  weather  condi- 
tions the  weeks  before  hunting  season  began,  all  too  little  real  progress  was  possi- 
ble. It  is  planned  to  carry  forward  this  project  in  1982,  as  it  would  take  little  more 
effort  to  have  the  trail  in  operation. 

In  recent  years  increasing  concern  over  "acid  rain"  has  come  to  the  environ- 
mental forefront.  Lakes,  wetlands  and  local  water  resources  are  contaminated  by 
industrial  exhaust  gases,  fly  ash,  chemicals  allowed  to  escape  into  the  atmosphere 
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from  the  industrial  Midwest.  Prevailing  storms  and  winds  travel  northeasterly 
and  spread  this  contaminated  atmosphere  over  New  York,  New  England  and 
eastern  Canada.  Water  bodies  become  stagnant,  water  plants  and  fish  life  cease  to 
exist.  Governmental  agencies  of  the  Northeastern  States  and  Canada  are  trying  in 
every  way  possible  to  control  this  problem.  As  part  of  that  program,  agencies  are 
pursuing  experimental  tests  of  local  Ph  concentrations,  and  are  collecting  data, 
working  with  local  task  forces  to  determine  preventive  or  corrective  procedures. 
Local  activities  are  being  coordinated  by  the  New  Hampshire  Association  of  Con- 
servation Commissions.  Support  by  all  citizens  of  the  efforts  of  our  Senators  and 
Representatives  is  urged  to  preserve  our  vital  recreational  resources  by  overcom- 
ing the  opposition  of  Midwest  States  to  suitable  control  of  their  pollutants. 

Significant  progress  over  this  last  year  has  resulted  in  an  official  State  Wetland 
Code  of  Restrictions  and  a  Wetlands  Board  to  monitor  its  Prime  Wetland  criteria, 
and  to  review  cases  requiring  corrective  enforcement.  A  copy  of  these  Wetland 
Regulations  was  distributed  to  each  Conservation  Commission  in  New  Hampshire 
after  the  middle  of  November.  Your  Commission  is  listing  and  mapping  its  prime 
wetland  areas  according  to  the  prescribed  characteristics.  This  data  will  be  distri- 
buted to  town  authorities,  will  be  available  for  public  examination,  and  of  interest 
to  the  Planning  and  Adjustment  Boards. 

Of  interest  to  forest  land  owners  in  the  Monadnock  Region  is  the  organization  of 
some  twenty  tree  farmers  owning  some  5,000  acres  of  forest,  largely  in  Hillsbor- 
ough and  Cheshire  Counties.  Under  the  aegis  of  the  Society  for  the  Protection  of 
New  Hampshire  Forests,  a  study  is  being  made  to  see  whether  cooperatively  they 
can  more  efficiently  and  profitably  grow  and  harvest  timber  over  a  period  of 
years.  The  plan  is  based  on  developing  and  maintaining  an  inventory  of  forest  land 
by  type  of  tree  and  age,  such  that  all  timber  of  a  marketable  age  can  be  harvested 
from  the  group  of  small  acreages  at  one  time  in  an  economical  manner.  Your  Com- 
mission is  following  this  project  closely,  as  it  may  provide  a  key  to  more  effective 
maintenance  and  management  of  this  important  New  Hampshire  resource.

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FINDINGS,  CONCLUSIONS  AND  RECOMMENDATIONS  OF 
THE  PETERBOROUGH  DOWNTOWN  PARKING  COMMITTEE 

The  Peterborough  Downtown  Parking  Committee  was  appointed  by  the  Select- 
men in  April,  1981.  Members  of  the  Committee  are  Walter  H.  Sweeney,  Robert  Bor- 
sari,  Albert  Roy,  Micheline  Abbott,  and  Irving  Nichols.  Mr.  Sweeney  was  elected 
as  Chairman  of  the  Committee. 

The  scope  of  the  Committee's  function  is  as  follows: 

1.  To  determine  if  there  is  a  need  for  additional  parking  in  the  downtown  area. 

2.  To  determine  if  the  present  parking  ordinance  and/ or  enforcement  is  adequate 
or  should  be  revised. 

3.  To  recommend  locations  for  additional  parking  if  necessary  and  methods  of  ob- 
taining same. 

The  Commission  initially  identified  the  available  public  and  private  parking 
spaces  in  the  downtown  area.  Thereafter,  the  Committee  used  two  questionnaires 
(copies  attached)  to  gather  information  relative  to  the  usage  of  the  municipal  lot 
and  other  parking  areas.  The  Committee  also  surveyed  the  various  employers  in 
the  downtown  area  to  identify  the  number  of  employees  utilizing  these  parking 
areas.  In  addition,  the  Committee  reviewed  the  present  Peterborough  parking  or- 
dinance and  evaluated  the  enforcement  thereof.  Lastly,  the  Committee  contacted 
various  businessmen  and  others  to  obtain  their  thoughts  on  the  matter. 

The  Committee's  findings  are  as  follows: 

1.  Available  Parking  Spaces  in  the  Downtown  Area 

a.  Public.  There  are  approximately  54  parking  spaces  in  the  municipal  lot  and  ap- 
proximately 109  spaces  available  on  the  streets  in  the  downtown  area  for  parking, 
or  a  total  of  163  public  parking  spaces. 

b.  Private.  There  are  approximately  454  private  parking  spaces  available  in  the 
downtown  area,  of  which  the  largest  numbers  are  owned  by  the  following  entities: 
Yankee  Magazine,  120;  Peterborough  Savings  Bank,  92;  Guernsey  Building,  90; 
Derby's,  60;  and  the  First  National  Bank,  32. 

Thus,  there  are  approximately  617  parking  spaces  available  in  the  downtown 
area,  but  the  above  entities  own  the  largest  numbers  and  they  are  not  generally 
available  for  use  by  non-customers  and  employees. 

2.  Employees'  Use  of  the  Available  Parking  Spaces 

There  are  approximately  542  employees  of  businesses  and  other  employers  in 
the  downtown  area.  In  most  cases,  the  number  of  employees  exceeds  the 
employer's  available  parking  spaces. 

3.  Utilization  of  the  Available  Parking  Spaces 

a.  Municipal  Lot.  The  attached  questionnaire  was  placed  under  the  windshield  wi- 
pers of  the  cars  parked  in  the  municipal  lot  on  Thursday,  May  14,  1981,  Tuesday, 
May  19,  1981,  Wednesday,  May  20, 1981,  and  Saturday,  May  23, 1981.  There  were  a 
total  of  29  completed  questionnaires  submitted.  The  findings  from  the  results  of  the 
questionnaires  plus  independent  observation  are  as  follows : 
1.  On  weekdays  the  lot  is  full  most  of  the  time  and  is  primarily  used  by  employees 
of  downtown  businesses.  These  people  leave  their  cars  in  the  lot  most  of  the  day. 
Most  of  the  respondents  would  park  elsewhere  if  it  was  reasonably  close  to  the 
downtown  area  and  free.  On  Saturdays  the  lot  is  only  partially  filled  and  primarily 
used  by  transients.  It  is  clear  that  employees  of  downtown  businesses  use  a  sub- 
stantial amount  of  the  street  and  other  available  parking.  Another  questionnaire 
(copy  attached)  was  used  to  identify  the  parking  habits,  etc.  of  persons  frequent- 
ing downtown  shops  and  businesses.  There  were  176  responses  and  the  findings  are 
as  follows : 
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a.  Virtually  all  of  the  respondents  are  from  the  so-called  Conval  area.  Almost  all  of 
the  respondents  live  in  Peterborough.  Most  of  the  respondents  are  frequent  users 
of  the  downtown  area;  that  is,  most  visit  downtown  daily  and  many  visit  it  more 
than  once  a  day.  Most  park  and  visit  more  than  one  store  while  in  the  downtown 
area.  Most  are  either  in  the  area  both  in  the  morning  and  afternoon  or  in  the  morn- 
ing only.  Very  few  indicated  that  they  were  in  the  area  for  the  afternoon  only.  Most 
parked  in  the  street,  Derby's,  the  banks  (primarily  FNBP),  and  Steele's.  Their 
destinations  were  primarily  the  banks,  the  post  office  and  retail  stores. 

Based  upon  the  above  findings,  the  Committee  has  adopted  the  following  conclu- 
sions and  recommendations: 

1.  There  is  a  need  for  additional  municipal  parking  in  the  downtown  area.  In  this 
regard,  there  should  be  a  lot  (other  than  the  present  municipal  lot)  which  is  limited 
to  long-term  parkers.  This  will  accommodate  the  employees  of  downtown  employ- 
ers and  free  up  the  present  municipal  lot.  At  the  same  time,  parking  in  the  present 
municipal  lot  should  be  limited  to  a  maximum  of  two  hours,  but  this  limitation 
should  not  be  initiated  until  the  new  lot  is  available  for  parking  by  employees.  The 
new  lot  should  be  free  and  reasonably  close  to  the  downtown  area.  In  this  regard, 
the  Committee  recommends  that  further  study  be  made  of  the  area  behind  the  fire 
house  since  about  60  spaces  could  be  created  and  it  is  owned  by  the  Town. 

2.  The  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  present  parking  ordinance  is  adequate, 
with  the  exception  noted  above  concerning  the  municipal  lot,  but  additional  one- 
hour  parking  signs  are  needed  and  the  ordinance  should  be  enforced.  It  is  clear 
that  present  enforcement  policies  are  not  adequate,  and  consideration  shall  be  giv- 
en to  increasing  the  present  fine  of  $1. 

3.  The  Committee  is  also  aware  that  the  operation  of  the  Peterborough  District 
Court  on  Mondays  causes  congestion  in  the  downtown  area  and  especially  on 
Grove  Street.  While  it  is  difficult  to  control  the  individuals  who  are  appearing  in 
court,  the  police  officers  are  another  matter.  If  a  new  lot  is  obtained,  the  Commit- 
tee recommends  that  the  various  police  officers  appearing  in  Peterborough  Dis- 
trict Court  on  Mondays  be  requested  to  park  in  the  present  municipal  lot  or  in  the 
new  lot  if  they  anticipate  spending  more  than  two  hours  in  court. 

4.  The  Committee  understands  that,  under  the  present  zoning  ordinance,  a  com- 
mercial building  downtown  can  change  uses,  e.g.  from  a  store  to  a  restaurant, 
without  complying  with  the  off-street  parking  requirements.  The  Committee  rec- 
ommends that  changes  of  use  of  buildings  in  the  commercial  district  which  will 
cause  substantial  increases  in  the  use  of  existing  available  parking  spaces  be  al- 
lowed only  if  the  applicant  can  demonstrate  sufficient  parking  availability  for  the 
increased  usage  within  the  downtown  area.

Sue  Louis,  who  continued  to  popularize  Cross  Country  Skiing,  Bicycling,  and 
Volleyball  along  with  other  recreational  activities,  left  for  Vermont  in  late  Spring 
to  pursue  a  promising  career  in  college  administrative  work. 

Lynn  Castonguay,  who  replaced  Miss  Louis  as  Program  Director  is  a  graduate 
of  Keene  State  College  class  of  '80.

Markaverich  for  rendering  the  Peterborough  Movie  Theatre,  free  of  charge,  to  our 
department  throughout  '81.  We  are  indeed  grateful  to  his  many  kindnesses  and 
generosity. 

Finally,  please  know  that  any  favorable  comments  that  may  be  shared  regard- 
ing the  aesthetics  of  Adams  Playground,  and  its  continuous  up-keep  is  all  due  to  the 
department's  sole  full-time  maintenance  person  Neal  Boyd.

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1981  PLANNING  BOARD  REPORT 

A  major  achievement  of  1981  by  the  Peterborough  Planning  Board  was  reaching 
agreement  with  Peterborough  Industrial  Development  Corporation  over  use  of 
land  at  the  West  Village,  the  former  site  of  the  Verney  mill. 

PIDC  received  board  approval  in  1973  to  build  60  rental  apartments  on  the  prop- 
erty, but  the  project  failed  to  materialize.  In  the  meantime  town  zoning  rules  were 
changed,  with  the  result  that  when  PIDC  asked  permission  in  February,  1980,  to 
change  from  apartments  to  28  "town  house"  condominium  units,  the  Board  denied 
the  application.  The  Board's  position  was  that  the  millsite  lacked  sufficient 
acreage  under  current  density  regulations  for  that  many  units. 

PIDC's  claim,  in  substance,  was  that  if  the  site  was  approved  for  60  apartments, 
no  fault  could  be  found  with  reducing  the  size  of  the  project.  Lawyers  were  retain- 
ed by  both  sides  to  debate  this  point  and  the  issue  eventually  reached  the  Superior 
Court.  At  this  point,  a  compromise  settlement  was  agreed  upon,  and  in  June,  per- 
mits were  granted  PIDC  for  26  condominiums.  It's  understood  that  Hampshire 
Living  of  Concord  will  build  the  project,  presumably  starting  in  the  spring  of  1982. 

There  were  two  other  condominium  approvals  during  the  year,  one  of  which,  54 
units  by  Hancock  Homes.  Inc.  is  at  this  time  under  construction  on  Route  202 
North,  next  to  Pheasant  Wood  Nursing  Home.  The  other  was  24  units  to  be  built  at 
some  future  date  by  Woodmaster,  Inc.  of  Hooksett  off  Concord  Street  at  Sand  Hill 
Road. 

Phase  IV  at  Pineridge,  involving  34  single-family  house  lots,  was  completed  and 
final  approvals  given.  The  developer  is  PIDC  and  plans  for  this  phase  began  in 
1978.  To  date  no  homes  have  been  built;  however,  roads,  water,  and  sewer  are  in 
place. 

One  application  for  a  large  subdivision  was  received,  a  160  acre  project  on  Bogle 
Road.  The  intended  developer,  from  Weare,  was  briefed  by  the  Board  concerning 
regulations  regarding  his  responsibility,  particularly  that  he  would  have  to  rebuild 
Bogle  Road.  Nothing  has  been  heard  since  the  preliminary  discussion  in 
November. 

Approvals  included  12  two-lot  subdivisions,  several  lot  line  adjustments,  and  sale 
of  PIDC  land  on  Route  202  South  to  New  Hampshire  Ball  Bearings,  Inc.  Denied, 
because  it  did  not  have  town  road  frontage,  was  a  four-lot  development  off  of  Spr- 
ing Road. 

Site  plans  approved  included  an  office  building  for  Blodgett  &  Makechnie,  Con- 
cord Street,  offices  on  Main  Street  for  Dr.  Ward  Stoops,  headquarters  building  for 
Village  Savings  Bank  on  Grove  Street,  office  building  for  Monadnock  Visiting 
Nurse  Association  on  Route  202  South  at  the  Jaffrey  line,  and  a  30  x  40  foot  building 
next  to  Agway  on  202  South. 

Several  applications  were  heard  involving  special  exceptions,  with  Board  ap- 
provals or  disapprovals  being  forwarded  to  the  Board  of  Adjustment.  These  includ- 
ed a  glass  workshop  on  Hunt  Road,  elderly  housing  on  Mercer  Avenue,  mailing 
business  on  Grove  Street,  gasoline  sales  at  Bowling  Acres  on  Elm  Street,  a  barn  on 
Sharon  Road,  real  estate  office  on  Grove  Street,  a  home  business  on  Old  Jaffrey 
Road,  crafts  shop  for  Monadnock  Workshop  on  Concord  Street,  dental  laboratory 
on  Granite  Street  and  summer  use  of  Temple  Mountain  Ski  area. 

The  Board  conducted  hearings  in  January  on  zoning  amendments,  which  were 
adopted  by  referendum  vote  at  Town  Meeting  in  March.  They  involved  changing 
Rural  land  on  Old  Sharon  Road,  South  Village,  to  Commercial,  and  allowing  senior 
housing  in  any  district  in  Town.  The  Board  took  a  negative  position  on  the  latter, 
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however,  and  at  Town  Meeting  in  1982  the  Board  is  recommending  a  revision  to 
allow  senior  housing  anywhere  except  the  Industrial  District,  and  only  in  com- 
pliance with  all  other  town  regulations. 

Senior  housing  is  one  of  11  zoning  amendments  the  Board  is  proposing  for  Town 
Meeting  action  in  1982.  Others  relate  to  mobile  homes,  manufactured  housing,  and 
clarification  of  rules  relating  to  business  signs. 

The  Board  made  a  number  of  changes  in  subdivision  regulations,  to  bring  the 
code  in  compliance  with  new  state  laws  involving  application  procedures. 

Special  thanks  go  to  Fairfield  Raymond,  retired  chairman  of  the  Conservation 
Commission,  for  his  donation  of  color  maps,  in  frames,  detailing  agricultural  and 
wetlands  in  the  Town. 

Town  Planning,  as  the  Board  has  written  in  previous  reports,  is  a  vital  and  ever- 
changing  responsibility  of  town  government.  Whatever  success  the  Board  has 
achieved  in  carrying  out  this  mandate  is  directly  related  to  the  response  and  sup- 
port of  the  community  as  a  whole,  and  the  selectmen,  other  boards,  and  citizens,  in 
particular.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  ADJUSTMENT 

The  Peterborough  Board  of  Adjustment  considered  22  applications  during  1981, 
16  of  which  sought  special  exceptions  and  six  of  which  sought  variances.  Thirteen 
of  the  requests  for  special  exceptions  were  granted  and  three  were  denied,  while 
five  of  the  six  requests  for  variances  were  granted. 

A  special  exception  permits  the  use  of  property  for  a  purpose  specifically  desig- 
nated in  the  Zoning  Ordinance  and  is  granted  in  cases  where  the  Board  determines 
that  the  use  will  not  adversely  affect  other  neighboring  properties  and  will  be  con- 
sistent with  the  overall  character  of  the  respective  zoning  district.  A  request  for  a 
variance  asks  the  Board  to  permit  a  use  that  is  not  provided  for  in  the  Zoning  Ordi- 
nance at  all,  and  usually  requires  the  applicant  to  show  that  some  undue  hardship 
will  result  unless  the  variance  is  granted. 

There  were  five  applications  received  with  respect  to  property  in  the  Family 
District,  all  of  which  requested  special  exceptions.  Four  of  these  requests  were  for 
permission  to  conduct  customary  home  occupations,  and  the  Board  granted  all  of 
them,  permitting  a  workshop  for  stained  glass  and  blown  glass  work  in  an  appli- 
cant's garage,  allowing  an  electrician  to  have  his  office  and  equipment  storage  in 
his  home,  permitting  an  advertising  consultant  to  convert  a  portion  of  his  garage  to 
office  space,  and  allowing  a  woman  to  perform  dressmaking  in  her  home.  The  only 
application  denied  involved  a  proposal  to  construct  an  elderly  housing  project  on 
an  extension  of  Mercer  Avenue,  which  the  Board  felt  would  generate  considerable 
additional  traffic  in  the  area  and  would  have  a  significant  adverse  effect  on  the 
surrounding  neighborhood,  particularly  in  times  of  inclement  weather.  This  appli- 
cant appealed  the  Board's  decision  to  the  Hillsborough  County  Superior  Court, 
where  the  case  is  still  pending. 

Ten  applications  concerned  property  in  the  General  Residence  District,  seven  of 
which  were  for  special  exceptions  and  three  for  variances.  The  Board  granted  spe- 
cial exceptions  to  allow  the  operation  of  a  customary  home  occupation  involving 
the  service  of  facilitating  mass  mailing  lists ;  to  permit  conversion  of  a  portion  of  a 
building  previously  used  by  an  outdoor  equipment  firm  to  a  business  providing 
mailing  list  management;  to  allow  a  building  in  West  Peterborough  formerly  used 
as  a  basket  factory  to  be  converted  to  an  office  building;  to  permit  a  residence  in 
West  Peterborough  to  be  used  as  a  day  care  facility;  to  permit  a  dental  laboratory 
to  be  operated  in  an  applicant's  basement  as  a  customary  home  occupation;  to  al- 
low an  applicant  to  maintain  an  office  in  an  ell  of  his  residence  in  connection  with 
his  office  supply  and  equipment  business ;  and  to  permit  the  conversion  of  a  build- 
ing formerly  used  as  a  women's  clothing  store  to  a  real  estate  office.  The  Board 
also  granted  all  three  of  the  variance  requests,  by  permitting  the  relocation  of  a  lot 
line  between  two  properties;  by  allowing  a  residence  to  be  constructed  with  slight- 
ly less  than  the  required  side  setbacks,  and  by  permitting  a  larger  sign  than  other- 
wise permitted,  in  order  to  identify  a  clustered  residential  development. 

In  the  Rural  District,  the  Board  considered  two  special  exception  requests  and 
two  variance  applications.  A  special  exception  was  granted  permitting  the  appli- 
cant to  construct  a  barn-like  building  to  house  a  woodworking  shop  as  a  customary 
home  occupation.  Permission  was  denied,  however,  to  conduct  a  series  of  summer 
outdoor  concerts,  primarily  on  the  grounds  that  traffic  congestion  and  disturbance 
of  neighboring  property  owners  would  result.  The  Board  granted  variances  allow- 
ing the  operation  of  a  retail  florist  and  landscaping  business  in  connection  with  an 
agricultural  nursery,  and  allowing  the  use  of  a  lot  with  less  than  required  acreage 
for  construction  of  a  building  to  house  the  offices  of  the  Monadnock  Community 
Visiting  Nurse  Association. 
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The  Board  considered  two  special  exception  requests  and  one  variance  applica- 
tion with  respect  to  property  located  in  the  Commercial  District.  A  special  excep- 
tion was  granted  to  allow  an  auto  repair  business  to  be  conducted  in  a  portion  of  a 
building  presently  used  for  the  sale  of  auto  parts:  however,  an  application  was 
denied  which  requested  permission  to  locate  retail  gasoline  pumps  on  a  portion  of 
property  presently  used  as  a  bowling  alley  and  convenience  store.  The  variance 
application  requested  two  signs  considerably  larger  than  the  allowable  square 
footage,  and  was  also  denied. 

In  its  1981  decisions,  the  Board  was  mindful  of  the  need  to  apply  and  interpret  the 
Zoning  Ordinance  in  a  consistent  manner.  Except  in  extraordinary  cases,  vari- 
ances of  use  restrictions  were  denied,  while  variances  of  setback,  frontage  and 
other  such  dimensional  requirements  were  granted  where  reasonably  necessary 
and  appropriate.  The  Board  granted  special  exceptions,  often  subject  to  numerous 
conditions,  where  it  deemed  that  the  spirit  and  intent  of  the  Zoning  Ordinance 
could  be  preserved.

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PETERBOROUGH  POLICE  DEPARTMENT  ANNUAL  REPORT  1981 

TO  THE  HONORABLE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 

AND  THE  CITIZENS  OF  THE  TOWN  OF  PETERBOROUGH 

One  of  the  major  problems  that  confront  all  police  departments  is  the  constant 
turnover  in  personnel.  When  Sir  Robert  Peel  formed  the  first  Metropolitan  Police 
Force  in  London,  England  (1829)  he  took  great  pains  to  see  that  the  first  group  of  a 
thousand  London  "bobbies"  were  a  model  crew.  He  personally  interviewed  twelve 
thousand  applicants  over  a  period  of  months  but  despite  his  efforts  he  had  to  fire 
one-third  of  the  men  annually  for  the  first  few  years. 

Consequently  I  am  pleased  to  announce  that  only  one  officer  left  the  Peterbor- 
ough Police  Department  during  the  last  year  and  he  resigned  to  accept  a  position 
in  his  home  town.  That  is  a  drop  of  over  44%  in  our  annual  turnover.  In  our  opinion 
the  improvement  is  due  to  better  supervision,  high  morale  and  an  increase  in  sal- 
ary that  makes  us  more  competitive  with  other  departments. 

ACTIVITY  REPORT 

The  burning  of  the  Peterborough  Police  Department  in  April  1980  negated  the  ac- 
curate listing  of  activities  for  that  year.  This  1981  report  is  listed  with  1979  for  your 
comparison.  It  should  be  noted  that  we  had  a  full-time  clerk/ dispatcher  during  1978 
and  1979,  but  only  part-time  help  since  then.  The  6262  number  is  always  answered 
but  the  6897  is  only  answered  when  someone  is  actually  in  the  Station. 

The  PPD  Officers  check  eighty-eight  buildings  on  the  foot  beat  and  eighty-seven 
buildings  on  the  cruiser  at  least  twice  daily  unless  an  emergency  or  priority  call 
prevents  them  from  doing  so.  The  drop  in  the  number  of  doors  and  windows  discov- 
ered insecure  is  because  the  people  responsible  are  more  careful  after  being  called 
in  the  late  evening  or  early  morning  hours  to  come  to  Town  to  lock  them.

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LIBRARIAN'S  ANNUAL  REPORT,  1981 

Our  job  is  to  serve  you;  to  help  you  meet  a  variety  of  your  needs  by  providing  you 
with  a  variety  of  services,  programs,  and  materials.  During  the  past  year  you  have 
been  busy.  You  have  found  time  to  reserve  4,576  books.  .  .you  have  requested  552 
books  from  other  libraries.  .  .you  have  challenged  us  with  6,038  reference  ques- 
tions. .  .you  have  given  us  323  books  for  our  collection  (not  including  the  thousands 
that  were  received  for  our  Annual  Friends  of  the  Library  Booksale) .  .  .you  belong 
to  one  or  more  of  the  105  different  groups  which  used  our  meeting  rooms  662 
times.  .  .you  were  one  of  the  6,425  people  who  attended  our  lectures,  films,  ex- 
hibits, storytimes,  and  puppet  show.  .  .and  you  were  one  of  nearly  50  volunteers 
who  generously  gave  of  your  valuable  time  to  help  us  serve  you  better.  In  addition, 
you  borrowed  55,801  books,  4,563  magazines,  1,637  records,  152  films,  and  400  art 
prints. 

January  brought  an  anonymous  gift  which  was  used  to  update  our  poetry  anthol- 
ogies. We  were  one  of  sixty  libraries  throughout  the  state  to  screen  "New  Hamp- 
shire Authors  and  the  Small  Town",  through  the  auspices  of  the  New  Hampshire 
Council  for  the  Humanities.  And  the  first  of  the  year  birthed  the  publication  of  the 
library's  first  newsletter.  Edited  by  Ellen  Hardsog,  staff  members  take  turns  writ- 
ing articles  to  keep  you  informed  of  what's  happening  at  the  library. 

Mid- winter  saw  the  opening  of  the  large  meeting  hall.  This  room  has  been  the 
project  of  the  Friends  of  the  Library.  Their  latest  contribution  allowed  us  to  carpet 
the  floor.  Another  ' 'friend"  purchased  the  curtains. 

By  April,  the  library  was  well-spruced  for  its  148th  Birthday  Party.  We  celebrat- 
ed in  style  with  a  three-foot  cake,  balloons,  and  movies.  Fritz  Wether  bee  arrived 
from  WRPT/WMDK  to  do  a  live  broadcast:  "Stump  the  Librarians". 

For  conservation  purposes,  the  library's  maps  were  microfilmed.  This  was  done 
courtesy  of  the  New  Hampshire  Land  Surveyors'  Association. 

Summer  proved  an  exciting  time  for  all  —  the  library  entered  the  twenty-first 
century  with  $2,000  worth  of  computer  equipment  and  software.  The  gift  of  BYTE 
Magazine,  the  computer  was  given  in  memory  of  associate  Kevin  U.  Cohan.  It  has 
opened  the  library  doors  to  many  new  patrons. 

It  was  with  regret  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  accepted  the  resignation  of  Eunice 
Safford.  After  many  years  of  service,  Eunice  retired  to  spend  more  time  with  her 
family,  and  in  pursuit  of  her  hobbies. 

Fall  foliage  brought  bibliophiles  as  well  as  leaf-lovers  out.  The  Friends  of  the  Li- 
brary moved  their  booksale  to  cooler  weather,  and  the  Columbus  Day  weekend 
proved  a  profitable  one  for  them.  In  addition  to  their  annual  fundraiser,  their  vol- 
unteer efforts  have  stretched  staff  time  and  increased  services ;  their  Brown  Bag 
lunches  have  been  most  popular,  and  have  broadened  literary  and  geographical 
horizons.

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REPORT  OF  THE  OVERSEER  OF  PUBLIC  WELFARE 

In  1981  there  were  4  fewer  cases  of  Direct  Relief  recipients  than  the  previous 
year,  in  part  due  to  increased  donations  to  this  office  for  those  in  need.  Because  of 
monies  made  available  during  the  year  by  the  Congregational  Church  for  a  Food 
Bank,  and  also  the  monies  from  the  fourth  annual  "Walk  for  the  Hungry",  this  of- 
fice was  able  to  provide  assistance  in  several  cases  without  using  the  appropriated 
funds. 

Once  again,  thank  you,  to  Peterborough  Rotary  for  holiday  season  dinners,  also 
Congregational  Woman's  Fellowship,  American  Legion  Auxiliary,  and  the  Susse 
Chalet  Softball  team.  Operation  Santa  Claus  was  a  huge  success,  thanks  to  volun- 
teers' efforts,  coordinated  by  the  Business  and  Professional  Women;  with  assis- 
tance of  the  Bishop  Realtors  office  and  staff,  the  Unitarian  Youth  Group  and 
others.  Many  thanks  to  all  who  took  names  and  made  a  happy  holiday  for  some 
child.  Thanks  again,  as  in  the  past,  to  Sears  Catalog  Store,  Peterborough,  for  dona- 
tions. 

Five  hundred  ninety-six  dollars  and  sixty-three  cents  ($596.63)  was  received  for 
Christmas  distribution  from  Common  Trust  "D",  the  John  Q.  Adams  fund,  Almon 
T.  Hovey  fund,  Osgood  fund,  and  Malinda  Upton  fund.  In  addition,  one  hundred  six- 
ty dollars  and  seventy-two  cents  ($160.72)  from  Common  Trust  "D",  Overseer  of 
Welfare  fund,  was  received  and  distributed. 

Despite  the  increase  in  volunteer  efforts,  the  cost  of  all  categories  of  service  in- 
creased. As  indicated  in  my  1980  report,  the  costs  of  Court  Ordered  Juvenile  Place- 
ment would  be  an  increase  over  1980.  Once  again  the  State  has  refused  to  appropri- 
ate monies  to  assist  local  communities  for  these  costs,  and  our  1982  costs  will  be 
greater  than  1981. 

In  addition,  we  are  faced  with  increased  costs  for  nursing  home  residents.  Be- 
cause the  State  refuses  to  come  up  with  sufficient  funds,  we  stand  to  pay  100%  of 
costs  instead  of  24%  in  certain  instances.  This  question  is  presently  before  the  N.H. 
Supreme  Court.  The  $90,000  estimated  saving  to  the  State  has  a  potential  of  in- 
creasing costs  to  property  tax  payers  by  over  a  million  dollars.

It  is  likely  that  more  duties  will  fall  upon  local  officials.  The  State  has  not  been  as 
thrifty  as  we  would  like  to  believe  over  the  years,  and  now  the  chickens  are  coming 
home  to  roost  with  a  shortfall  that  runs  close  to  $90  million.  The  net  result  will  be 
additional  services  to  be  provided  by  the  local  community.
